I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  the  City  for  the  year  1953,  as  required  by  the 
Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935,  on  the 
lines  laid  down  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  42/51.  It 
includes  the  report  on  sanitary  matters  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  population  of  the  City  continued  to  show  a slow  but 
steady  rise  and  the  birth  rate  was  slightly  above  that  of  the 
previous  year.  The  deaths  occurring  during  the  year  fell  from 
398  in  1952  to  367.  The  number  of  accidental  deaths  was  10,  of 
these  four  resulted  from  motor  vehicles. 

Housing. 

Steady  progress  continued  to  be  made  in  the  provision  of 
houses  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  within  the  City 
increased  to  9,275. 

Health  Education. 

Talks,  lectures  and  demonstrations  continued  to  be  held 
throughout  the  year.  This  is  an  important  aspect  of  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the 
sympathy  and  consideration  you  have  at  all  times  given  to  matters 
laid  before  you. 

I wish  also  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
received  from  my  colleagues  (with  special  reference  to  the  City 
Surveyor,  to  whom,  as  in  previous  years,  I am  indebted  for  the 
technical  details  regarding  the  waterworks,  the  sewage  plant,  and 
the  public  cleansing  and  refuse  disposal  arrangements)  and  for 
the  loyalty,  willingness,  and  enthusiasm  of  all  members  of  my 
staff.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  BN  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Broomy  Hill  works  have  been  maintained  in  operation 
without  any  serious  difficulties  during  the  year  under  review. 
Much  thought  has  been  given  to  the  future  development  of  the 
undertaking,  including  the  matter  of  the  substitution  of  diesel 
generation  for  mains  electricity  supply,  but  nothing  positive  has 
been  decided,  largely  on  account  of  cost,  but  due  in  part  to  the 
fact  that  the  Electricity  Supply  Undertaking  now  appear  to  be 
in  a better  position  than  they  have  ever  been  previously  to  main- 
tain supplies  of  electricity.  The  proposals  in  respect  of  a recon- 
struction of  the  old  intake  and  other  improvements  at  the  Lower 
Pumping  Station  have  been  brought  to  a very  advanced  stage  and 
are  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  early  in  the  New  Year.  It  is 
confidently  expected  that  there  will  be  no  objection  to  the  pro- 
posals which  will  so  obviously  improve  this  section  of  the  works. 
The  delay  in  preparing  these  proposals  has  to  some  extent  been 
due  to  the  anticipated  Ministerial  survey  and  recommendations 
on  the  water  supplies  in  the  County  generally,  and  this  document 
was  issued  during  the  year.  Without  going  into  the  details  of  the 
report  insofar  as  they  affect  the  City  Undertaking,  it  can  be  said 
that  what  is  being  planned  for  the  future  would  not  be  inconsistent 
with  the  Department’s  recommendations  if  ever  they  are  imple- 
mented. 

Work  will  start  early  in  the  New  Year  on  a further  battery  of 
three  horizontal  pressure  filters,  when  we  shall  be  in  the  position 
of  being  able  to  maintain  supplies  without  the  continuous  use  of 
both  of  the  two  oldest  slow  sand  filters  which  are  the  cause  of  a 
considerable  amount  of  wastage  through  leakage. 

On  the  distribution  side  of  the  undertaking  there  has  again 
been  considerable  activity  in  respect  of  new  housing  development 
and  a summary  of  the  mains  extensions  which  have  been  carried 


out  is  as  follows  : —

These  extensions  have  also  involved  the  provision  of  a 
considerable  number  of  new  services,  and  further  work  which 
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might  be  mentioned  is  the  laying  of  sections  of  permanent  main  to 
supply  the  Three  Counties  Show  site  at  the  Racecourse. 

The  hydrant  conversion  scheme  has  resulted  in  59  further  ball 
hydrants  being  converted  to  the  valve  type  hydrant  under  the 
arrangements  with  the  County  Council. 

The  waste  water  detection  system  has  been  maintained  with 
satisfactory  results,  and  during  the  year  265  notices  have  been 
served  on  premises  where  leaks  have  been  detected. 


Bacteriological  Examinations 

City  Supply 

Ninety-five  samples  of  the  treated  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

Streptococci  were  absent  from  10.0  ml.  in  all  samples. 

Coliform  bacilli  were  absent  from  100  ml.  in  all  but  4 samples.

All  premises  in  the  City,  with  the  exception  of  7 houses 
supplied  from  wells,  receive  the  supply  direct  from  the  Corporation 
water  mains. 

PUBLIC  BATHS 

The  water  in  the  swimming  pool  is  filtered  and  chlorinated. 
As  a routine,  samples  of  the  water  are  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination  monthly.  Streptococci  were  absent  in  all  twelve 
samples,  but  coliform  bacilli  were  present  in  one  sample.  Contact 
was  made  with  the  Baths  Superintendent  and  subsequent  samples 
proved  satisfactory. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

New  sewers  have  been  laid  on  the  Newton  Farm  housing 
estate,  these  being  on  the  separate  system  with  surface  water 
diverted  to  the  adjoining  stream.  New  foul  and  surface  water 
sewers  have  also  been  laid  in  Holmer  Road,  to  the  boundary  of  the 
City,  for  the  purpose  of  sewering  the  industrial  estate.  A new 
sewer  has  also  been  laid  to  drain  the  works  in  Rockheld  Road, 
and  the  sewer  in  Church  Street  between  High  Town  and  East 
Street  was  found  to  be  in  such  a bad  condition  that  it  had  to  be 
re-laid. 

The  Northern  Area  Sewer  scheme  which  was  mentioned  in 
last  year’s  report  has  now  been  formally  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
after  protracted  negotiations,  on  the  basis  of  the  first  section  only 
being  put  in  hand  at  present,  the  purpose  being  to  divert  the  flow 
in  the  old  Eign  sewer  to  the  Sewage  Works. 

There  is  little  to  be  said  concerning  the  Disposal  Works  which 
have  been  settling  down  fairly  well,  although  the  re-circulation 
plant  is  still  not  operating,  due  to  long  and  unforseen  delays  in 
connection  with  the  pumping  plant.

The  premises  using  the  conservancy  system  are  not  served  by 
the  City  sewerage  system. 

All  other  premises  in  the  City  are  provided  with  water  closets 
and  in  the  case  of  dwellings  have  separate  use  of  a convenience. 

In  the  main  the  houses  having  common  conveniences  are  old 
properties  and  may  be  subject  to  action  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

There  are  no  waste  water  closets  in  the  City. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  refuse  collecting  arrange- 
ments except  for  the  purchase  of  a new  freighter,  but  most 
important  changes  have  taken  place  at  the  disposal  plant  in 
Edgar  Street.  Briefly  stated,  these  improvements  have  involved 
substantial  additional  mechanisation  of  the  plant  with  a resulting 
saving  in  labour,  an  increase  in  the  overall  capacity  of  the  plant 
and  more  efficient  means  of  salvaging  ferrous  metals  by  the 
introduction  of  a magnetic  overband  separator  and  a new  baling 
press. 

The  kitchen  waste  concentrator  plant  has  continued  to  give 
satisfaction  and  with  the  maintenance  of  supplies  of  kitchen 
waste,  this  feature  should  continue  to  be  a most  valuable  part  of 
the  salvage  work  of  the  Council.  The  extension  of  the  system  of 
individual  buckets  at  households  in  the  City  has  been  progressively 
pursued  and  the  results  have  been  most  encouraging.  There  are 
now  over  a thousand  of  such  containers  in  certain  areas  of  the  City. 

There  are  signs  of  an  improvement  in  regard  to  the  collection 
and  salvaging  of  waste  paper,  but  a policy  of  caution  is  still 
desirable  in  view  of  the  unfortunate  fluctuations  to  which  we  have 
been  subjected  in  the  past.

THE  RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  City  either  registered  or  licensed 
for  the  manufacture,  use  or  storage  of  such  materials  within  the 
terms  of  the  Act. 

Two  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  reported  by  the 
prescribed  Analyst  to  comply  with  Regulations  relating  to 
standards  of  cleanliness  for  such  materials. 

CAMPING  GROUNDS 
Caravan  Sites 

Caravan  sites  and  camping  grounds  are  governed  by  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  by  the  Hereford  Corporation  Act,  1936, 
by  the  Town  Planning  Act,  1947  and  by  Byelaws  made  under 
the  two  former  Acts. 
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The  Public  Health  Act  and  Byelaws  control  the  sanitary 
provisions,  water  supply  and  infectious  diseases.  The  Hereford 
Corporation  Act  and  Byelaws  define  camping  grounds  and  give 
power  to  license  such  sites  within  prescribed  areas  in  the  City, 
and  to  apply  conditions  of  licence  where  granted.  The  Town 
Planning  Act  deals  with  the  siting  of  caravans  and  general 
amenities. 

During  the  year  one  camping  ground  to  accommodate  50 
caravans  has  been  licensed.  The  Conditions  of  Licence  were 
complied  with. 

In  addition  to  the  Camping  Ground  44  Caravans  are  sited  in 
different  parts  of  the  City.

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From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  3.09%  of  all  dwellings 
and  9.75%  of  all  business  and  industrial  premises  in  the  City 
were  treated  for  infestations  of  rats  or  mice.  Of  agricultural 
properties  (including  piggeries)  11.63%  were  found  to  be  infested. 

It  will  be  noted  also  that  only  one  major  rat  infestation  was 
found,  the  remainder  being  very  slight. 

In  addition  to  the  above  work  the  City  sewers  were  treated 
twice  during  the  year.  Recordings  of  sewer  treatments  show  that 
the  infestations  are  very  small. 


PESTS  CONTROL 

In  addition  to  the  service  for  rats  and  mice  destruction  the 
Department  operates  a service  for  the  control  of  insect  pests.

Where  requested, 
destruction  of  such  pests  is  undertaken  by  the  Health  Department 
at  agreed  charges.

Biological  Examination  of  Milk 

Twenty  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  Ltd.  for  biological  tests  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle 
Bacilli.  Eighteen  of  the  samples  were  reported  negative  and  two 
samples  positive  to  such  infection. 

Particulars  of  the  positive  samples  were  reported  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries  Animal  Health  Division,  Hereford. 

As  a result  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries’ 
investigations  in  case  No.  1,  two  cows  were  slaughtered  and  found 
to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  and  condemned  by  the  meat 
inspector.  In  case  No.  2 no  evidence  of  tubercle  infection  was 
found  at  the  farm. 

All  the  milk  produced  at  both  the  farms  in  question  is  now 
being  pasteurised.

In  the  case  of  the  six  unsatisfactory  samples  from  local 
manufacturers,  detailed  investigations  were  made  into  the  methods 
of  production  and  the  cleansing  and  sterilizing  of  equipment. 

As  a result  of  these  investigations  a warning  letter  was  sent 
to  a local  manufacturer  regarding  failure  to  provide  satisfactory 
records  of  the  heat  treatment  of  his  ice  cream. 

The  other  four  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  from 
one  external  manufacturer. 

The  firm  concerned  were  notified,  and  subsequent  repeat 
samples  proved  satisfactory. 

MANUFACTURE  AND  SALE  OF  ICED  LOLLIES 

The  popularity  of  iced  lollies  increased  during  the  year. 
The  majority  of  those  persons  registered  to  sell  ice-cream  also  sell 
iced  lollies  ; and  generally  the  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  make 
iced  lollies  and  supply  both  products  together. 

In  the  case  of  five  local  manufacturers,  iced  lollies  are  made 
on  a small  scale  and  only  for  sale  on  the  premises.  These  premises 
are  already  subject  to  inspection  and  control  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938. 

While  there  is  as  yet  no  legal  standard,  attention  was  directed 
to  the  hygienic  aspect  of  the  manufacture  of  this  product.  In 
the  two  cases  where  metal  moulds  were  in  use  samples  were  taken 
to  determine  whether  metallic  contamination  was  taking  place. 
The  samples  proved  satisfactory  in  this  respect. 

CLEAN  FOOD  CAMPAIGN 
Hygiene  in  Restaurants,  Hotel  Kitchens  and 

Licensed  Premises 

During  the  year  916  inspections  of  Food  Premises  were  made 
and  97  notices  were  issued  drawing  attention  to  contraventions  of 
Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  of  the  Clean  Food 
Byelaws.  Licensed  premises  were  included  in  these  inspections. 

Posters  showing  the  advantages  of  a constant  supply  of  hot 
water  were  issued  to  the  larger  food  establishments  for  display 
in  the  kitchens.
